RAILWAY TO ATHABASCA, 


A Montreal despatch of July 29th, 
says: ‘Sir Wm. Van Horne told a 
correspondent to-day: The discoveries 
in Klondike would probably lead to 
an extension of the Calgary & Edmon- 
ton branch to Athabasca Landing, 
thus reducing the land route from 
that point to Fort Macpherson, near 
the mouth of the Mackenzie river to 
one portage less than twenty miles. 
It is stated by direct route from Ed- 
monton, the Landing can be reached 
by forty miles of track, but as it is 
not probable the Saskatchewan can be 
crossed at Edmonton, the president of 
the Canadian Pacific is under the im- 
pression from fifty to sixty miles of 
railway will have to be built.
